“It cannot be a sound peace if 
gmall nations must live in fear of 
powerful neighbors,” he said. “It 
cannot be a moral peace if freedom 
from invasion is sold for tribute. 

“It cannot be an intelligent peace 

it it denies free passage to that 
knowledge of those ideals which 
permit men to find common 
ground. It cannot be a righteous 
peace if worship of God is denied.”

The President added that on 
these fundamentals “the world did 
not have a true peace in those 
years between the ending the 
World War and the beginning of 
present wars.”

For engineering such assurances, 
Germany, in need of Rumania’s oil 
and grain, is reported to want: 

Rumania’s promise to de- 
mobilize most of its 1,600,000 sol- 
diers at once so they can return 
to work in fields and factories; 

Acceleration of Rumanian in- 
dustry and agriculture to an un- 
precedented degree; 

A virtual German monopoly on 
Rumania’s exports of oil, cereals 
and other supplies; 

Admission of one Iron Guard 
member to the Rumanian Cabi- 
net to “safeguard German inter- 
est.” : 

Officials abruptly dismissed any 
possibility of installing an Iron 
Guardist in the Cabinet. Although 
the Government is offering am- 
nesty to 800 Iron Guardists now in 
concentration camps if they pledge 
allegiance to the King and join the 
National Rebirth Front—Rumania’s 
only political party—fugitive lead- 
ers still in Germany will be barred 
from the homeland. 7 

The reported army demobilization 
proposal was opposed by military 

leaders as putting Rumania com- 
pletely at the mercy of foreign Pow- 
ers, no matter what guarantees 
were made on paper. 

In some quarters, belief was held 
that the Iron Guardist issue might 
prove insurmountable, Germany 
was said to have called such a Cab- 
inet revision vital to the suggested 
security plan. King Carol fears an 
avowed protector of Nazi interests 
in his Cabinet would be the begin- 
ning of the end of Rumanian inde- 
pendence, 


BACKGROUND: Germany is 
deeply interested in keeping Ruma- 
nia out of the war in order that 
Rumania may give Germany the 
oil, food and other things Germany 
needs to fight the Allies. Pro-Nazi 
influence within King Carol's Cabi- 
net, naturally, would make this 
economic help all the easier, and

MOTHER AND 7 OF 10° CHILDREN 
BURNED TO DEATH IN ARKANSAS 


Son Leaps to Safety but Loses Life 
When He Returns to House 
to Warn Others. 

HEBER SPRINGS, Ark., March 
16 (AP).—A mother and seven of 
her 10 children burned to death 
early today when their farm home 
was destroyed by fire. 

Otis Allen, father of the family, 
and his brother-in-law, J. R. Treas, 
48 years old, were seriously burned 
in their efforts to control the 
flames. Three older sons escaped. 
The home was near Shirley, Van 
Buren Count. 

Trapped and lost in the fire were 
Mrs. Sallie Allen, 36, the mother, 
and seven children, including a son, 
Ernest, who awoke to find the 
house in flames and jumped 
through a window to safety then 
returned to warn the others. The 
flames were thought to have start- 
ed with the explosion of an oil 
lamp.

16 (AP).—Officers acted today to 
round up additional evidence in the 
killing’ and secret burial of Mrs. 
Anna K. Henson, divorcee. Sheriff 
S. E. Stone said A. M. Phillips, 
49 years old, admitted the killing. 

Phillips, a roomer in Mrs. Hen- 
son’s home, was held at Orlando. 

Mrs. Henson had been missing 
since January. Her body, wrapped 
with a sheet and oil cloth, and 
bound with rope, was found yes- 
terday buried beneath the floor of 
a small addition to a garage apart- 
ment owned by Mrs. Henson. 

The Sheriff quoted Phillips’ con- 
fession as stating Mrs. Henson was 
his common law wife and that he 
killed her in a fit of jealousy in a 
quarrel over another man. Phil- 
lips also admitted that he forged 
a power of attorney giving him 
control of three houses and ‘a fill- 
ing.station owned by Mrs. Henson, 
and of her bank account, the Sher- 
iff said. 

Phillips’ signed statement said 
he killed her with a hammer in her 
bed about 4 a. m. Jan. 18, leav- 
ing the body in the bed two days 
before burying it in the yard of 
her own home and later building 
the shed to conceal the grave, the 
Sheriff reported,

Chief Deputy Excise Commission- 


er Carroll A. Berkley Was ordered 


today by his superior, Excise Com- 
missioner Lawrence McDaniel, to 


stop signing 32000 performance 
bonds for tavern owners and to’ 
withdraw as signer of three bonds 
which now are in force. 

Berkley’s anomalous position as 
frequent signer of these bonds in 
ie past—a position where perform- 
ance of his duties of helping super- 
vise enforcement of the city ordi- 
nances relating to licensing and op- 
eration of taverns might result in 
forfeiture of a bond he had signed— 
was disclosed by the Post-Dispatch 
today through inquiry at the State 
Liquor Control Department at Jef- 
'ferson City. 

Records of the-department show 
that Berkley and his wife signed 
11 bonds for St. Louis tavern own- 
ers from 1937 through 1939. The 
three which still are in effect would 
expire in July and August. 

Apparently Signed 18 Bonds. 

In addition, Berkley’s wife and 
an “A. C. Berkley, Wainwright 
Building,” were co-signers on six 
bonds in 1936 and 1937. Berkley 
told the Post-Dispatch ‘that he 
knew no A. C. Berkley and believed 
that this name must be an errone- 
ous version of his own, 

“A. C. Berkley” also is Asted as 
signer of one other bond, and Mrs. 
Berkley of one other also, in the 
1936-37 period: Thus Berkley ap- 
parently signed 18-.bonds in tour 
years, with his wife as co-signer in 
every case but one, and his wife 
signed another on which his name 
does not appear. The usual fee 
for signing such a bond is $20. 

Berkley told a reporter he re- 
called signing only five bonds, one 
as a favor to a friend and the 
others for $20 fees. He had signed 
none, he added, since last summer, 
when there was “some criticism” 
of the practice. 

“Guaranty of Fines.” 

He said he had seen nothing 
wrong with the practice and be- 
lieved he was entitled to pledge 
property which he had accumulat- 
ed “through long saving and econ- 
omizing” for whatever purpose he 
saw fit. He pointed out also that 
prior to last November, when the 
Missouri Supreme Court ruled that 
the State could order a liquor deal- 
er’s entire bond forfeited for viola- 
tion of the law, the bonds merely 
had been regarded as a guarantee 
of payment of possible fines. | 

Denying any conflict of inter- 
ests as a law enforcement super- 
visor and as a bondsman, he add- 
ed: “How could I help any tavern 
owner that I had signed a bond 
for? If I tried to go to the Excise 
Commissioner and tell him to go 
easy on an owner, I'd be kicked out 
of here so fast I wouldn’t know 
what happened.” 

Excise Commissioner McDaniel 
said he had learned last summer 
that Berkley had been signing 
bonds and had ordered him to 
stop because the practice was le- 
gally and morally wrong.” 

He did not require Berkley to 
withdraw as signer of bonds still 
in force, he said, because he un-

NEW FRONTIERS 
TO BE FORTIFIED 


Army Will Be Reorganized 
Premier Says Allied 
Aid Wouldn’t Have Ar- 
rived Until Late April. 


HELSINKI, March 16 (AP), —

Paasikivi, Minister without Port- 
folio, was one of the four Fin- 
nish signers of the March 12 peace 
treaty that ended the Finnish- 
Russian war. 

To Fortify New Borders. 

Finland will begin immediately to 
fortify its new frontiers and to re- 
organize its army despite the non- 
aggression clause in the treaty, in- 
formed quarters declared. The 
Diet ratified the treaty last night. 

There will be no general demobi- 
lization, except for certain classes 
which will be released to help with 
civil reconstruction work, these 
sources said. 

The Finnish Government attitude 
toward the future was suggested by 
Premier Risto Ryti, who told the 
Diet last night that the nation 
would go forward “with a sword in 
one hand and a trowel in the oth- 


Finland’s proposal for a defense 
alliance with Sweden and Norway 
is another part of its determina- 
tion to be strong. 

All of western civilization re- 

mains in the greatest danger, and 
only the future can show wheth- 
er Finland acted wisely in making 
peace with Russia, Ryti said. 

Told by the Premier that “to 
make peace often calls for more 
courage and far greater initiative 
than to resort to war,” the Diet, ex- 
cept for three members of the Swe- 
dish People’s party who voted no 
and nine legislators who are ab- 
sent with the army, voted solidly 
for the pact. 

The Supreme Soviet of the U. 8. 
S. R. meets March 29 to approve 
the treaty and possibly decide on 
government of the territory § ac- 
quired from Finland. This includes 
the Karelian Isthmus, Viipuri, 
areas in northeastern Finland, part 
of the Arctic coast, and, by lease, 
the Hanko peninsula in southwest- 
ern Finland.

Ac- 
tually the performance must have 
involved a continuous tax on his 
concentration. It was not the sort 
of music that allowed the usual 
virtuoso freedom to the soloist. The 
closest sort of application. was 
required not only by the piano part 
but by the necessity for precise 
synchronization with the orchestra. 
By the same token the orchestra 
had to have the same alertness and 
the same sureness. The close knit 
character of the performance, not 
to mention its prevailing bite and 
brilliance, indicated careful prepar- 
ation as well as a thoroughly as- 
similated knowledge of the score 
on Mr. Golschmann’s part. It was, 
in short, a trial of merit for soloist, 
conductor and orchestra with ev- 
erybody coming out handsomely. 


Stravinsky at His Best. 
Concerning the work itself, one 
can say without hesitation that it 
justifies all its difficulties. Unlike 
the Concerto for Piano and Or- 
ehestre d' Harmonie which some 
body described as being like an in- 
ebriated Bach, it is wholly unde- 
rived and characteristic of Stravin- 
sky’s best qualities. Nor was it 
wholly a matter of rhythms, color 
and dynamics used in a masterly 
way. The material itself was in- 
teresting and its deployment and 
elaboration, while not exactly 
classical, had the same unifying 
and cohesive effect as an old-fash- 
ioned development. The senses were 
stimulated and at the same time 
the unconscious demand for logic 
and consistehcy was satisfied. 

Though not as arresting as the 
two fast movements where the 
strong rhythms and percussive ae- 
cents carry one along by the sheer 
force of momentum, the slow move- 
ment was an extraordinary piece 
of writing for here it was necessary 

create and sustain a certain re- 
flectiveness of mood. Nor could 
the title of the movement—“an- 
dante rapsodico”—be regarded as 
ironic. Granted a familiarity with 
Stravinsky’s lanquage anyone 
would undoubtedly feel it as a 
rhapsody. 

Mendelssohn Concerto. 


Mr. Webster’s performance of 
the ‘Capriccio was preceded by an 
equally distinguished treatment of 
Mendelssohn’s G Minor piano con- 
certo. It had the requisite fleet- 
ness, clarity, lightness of texture 
and poetic turn of phrase. The 
deep thinkers do not think very 
highly of this concerto but,when it 
has the deft leggiero touch, as in 
yesterday’s concert, it can be very 
gratifying. 

Mr. Webster was cordially re- 
ceived.’ Even the anti-Stravinsky- 
ites must have been impressed by 
his playing. After the Capriccio he 
gave as an encore the Russian 
Dance from “Petroushka.” 

Offering good measure in a con- 
cert that was destined to be out- 
standing, Mr. Golschmann and the 
orchestra started the afternoon 
with a performance of Handel's 
“Water Music” in Hamilton Harty's 
arrangement that could hardly 
have been bettered in its rightness 
of spirit and plasticity of texture. 

The Stravinsky Ballet Suite de- 
rived from Pergolesi’s “Pulcinella” 
was also well played but was not 
as rewarding as the rest of the pro- 
gram. This reviewer does not ob- 
ject to the vulgarization of Pergo- 
lesi, who is certainly not a god in 
anybody’s pantheon, but the or 
chestration is bizarre without de- 
ing particularly effective in 
cert form and in a large hall.

Suggests Concerted Action by La- 
bor, Business and Consumer Groups 
Would Put 2,700,000 to Work.

It isn't easy to change our eat- 
ing habits overnight. We enjoy 
eating certain foods, sc we eat 
them. We do not stop to consider 
whether we are negiecting the 
nourishment requirements of our 
active body and mind. Most of us 
eat to keep from feeling hungry 
and because it is a natural, satis- 
fying function. We have been 
raised, most likely, in the now 
out-moded school of “meat and 
potatoes, bread and pie,”. for a 
daily ration. It is hard to switch 
our tastes to the fruits and vege- 
tables, whole grains, natural sugar, 
nuts and other foods which our 
bodies truly require to build re- 
sistance to the prevalent diseases 
which trouble mankind. 


But mothers who are interested 
in the health of their families (and 
particularly their young children) 
will do well to keep informed on 
new food facts. Our government 
and periodicals publish this infor- 
mation, and several excellent books 
on corrective diets have been pre- 
sented. Mind now, “diet” means 
proper menus—not starvation 
menus to slim.
